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HOPE FOR THE SEAMEN’S BILL. 


The London treaty on safety at sea has been disposed of by the 
Senate and the way is clear for the seamen’s bill. For a time there 
was danger that this document would be used by the selfish shipping 
interests to block the path of legislation protecting seamen. The 
insidious lobby had got in its work and inserted a provision which 
would have made the treaty set maximum standards rather than 
minimum for safety of passengers and protection of seamen. The 
magnificent fight made by Andrew Furuseth, president of the sea- 


men’s union, with the help of the progressive group ifi the Senate, 
headed by La Follette, Cummins, Clapp, Kenyon and Norris, checked 
the shipping lobby and the joker was taken out of the treaty. 

Now'the'!seamen’s bill should be brought forward and passed at 
once. This measure has passed both the House and Senate and 
should long ago have been adjusted in conference committee between 
the two houses. For. some mysterious reason it was not sent to 
conference, but was re-referred to the committee on commerce in the 
Senate, where it has been pigeon-holed for many weeks. 

This bill is the outcome of a campaign lasting for twenty years 
by persons interested in improving the laboring conditions under 
which seamen perform their tasks and making™it possible to build 
up an American merchant marine by making it possible for Amer- 
icans to be sailors. The seamen’s bill proposes to abolish that ancient 
and vicious heritage of an outworn generation—imprisonment for 
desertion—and it standardizes working hours and conditions of labor 
for all ships,»American and foreign, coming into American ports. 

The bill has been achieved so far against the bitterest and most 
‘powerful opposition exerted through lobbyists in Washington, rep- 
resenting not only American shipping interests, but practically the 
eombined shipping interests of the world. Unless it passes at this 
‘session, it dies, and the fight will have to be made all over again.

Howard Prower and Ralph Cunning- 
ham. two young Englishmen, met in | 
| the goid country of Colorado and be- | 
came fast friends 

These young men, having compared | 
notes, learned that they came from | 
eminent British families.
